PLANS to redevelop Brookfield 
Court have become the first major 
casualty of the credit crunch. 

Just days after council leader Paul Clokie 
warned there was a risk to a number of 
short-term projects in the borough, the axe fell 
on the plans in South Ashford. 

They would have seen 23 apartments built 
by developers Affinity Sutton, on behalf of the 
Downland Housing Association, and four new 
retail units. The existing site was to be demol¬ 
ished. 

However, all is not lost and while the 
ambitious scheme has been put on hold, 
the council will push ahead with plans to 
refurbish the flats above the string of shops 
and bring them back into use. 

The decision to stall has been taken after 
market conditions meant the project is no 
longer financially viable. Cllr Peter Wood, port¬ 
folio holder for housing and property, said: 
“Due to the current economic conditions, the 
housing association can no longer afford to 
offer the council the terms that were previous¬ 
ly agreed. 

“The new terms are not financially viable 
and therefore it is with regret the council has 
decided to postpone the project. 

“Ashford council is committed to the ongoing 
improvement of local services and facilities 
throughout the borough and despite this 
setback the council’s long-term aspirations to 
redevelop Brookfield Court remain.” 

The Brookfield blow may just be the first of a 
number of similar announcements, it is feared. 

It is anticipated many of the private housing 
developments around the town will be held 
back as homes remain unsold. It could also 
mean a delay in the delivery of facilities such

Parking menace 
of foreign lorries 
caught on video 


REMARKABLE video 
footage of crazy parking by 
foreign lorry drivers which 
clog our roads and endanger 
our lives has reignited the 
debate over parking in and 
around the Orbital Park. 

A reader of Yourashford this week 
uploaded onto our free broadband 
TV website - www.yourkenttv.co.Tik 
- a clip from his mobile phone which 
shows a line of lorries parked nose to 
tail along Monument Way. 

The lorries are parked so tightly on 
the narrow road cars are forced to 
weave dangerously the wrong side of 
a traffic island to get around them - 
into the path of oncoming traffic. 

Consultation 

Gareth Davidson, who lives in near¬ 
by East Stour Way told us he could 
barely believe what he was seeing. 

The reader said: “It defied belief. 
Cars were being forced onto the 
opposite side of the road and then 
had to drive hundreds of yards into 
potentially oncoming traffic. 

“The lorries were parked so tightly 
as well. It was absolutely crazy. But 
this is what it is like down here every 
weekend. It is a menace. Sooner or 
later it will cause a serious accident.” 

Local businesses and residents have 
long complained about the nuisance 
caused by the trucks, especially at 
weekends when the area’s roads are 
brought to a gridlock by the vehicles. 

They also complain about litter

and other anti-social behaviour 
occurring in the area because HGV 
drivers park there. 

Locals say foreign drivers prefer to 
use the area rather than spend 
money at the nearby truck stop in 
Sevington. 

Ashford council’s Joint 
Transportation Board has recently 
decided to extend the length of 
yellow lines in the area to prevent 
lorries from parking at the roadside. 

It is currently in the process of car¬ 
rying out a consultation process with 
locals to find out if they approve of 
the change before the new lines are 
put down. 

A spokesperson for Ashford council 
said: “We have to go through the con¬ 
sultation first because there are 
other businesses in the area that 
park their vehicles there like the car 
dealerships and cattle market.” 

The public consultation will begin 
next month. 

A spokesperson for Kent Police 
said: “Any footage like this is useful 
and could help us with future prose¬ 
cutions.”

Ashford will have to 
argue its case harder

as doctors’ surgeries and schools. 

Building in another development 
growth area, the Thames Gateway, is 
said to have ground to a halt. 

And although everyone agrees the 
town is set to ride out the impending 
recession better than many others, 
there are tough times ahead. 

Tory MP Damian Green told 
Yourashford: “It’s impossible to say 
how long and how deep the recession 
will be. Ashford is relatively well 
placed because of the high-speed rail 
link, but that is relative to a really ter¬ 
rible national domestic background. 

“I think it is essential we carry on 
with the infrastructure we need for a 
rising population. In the past the 
infrastructure has always fallen 
behind the house building. 

“Everyone who has been stuck on 
the ring road will know we need a new 
road in Victoria Way to take traffic 
away from the town centre. Just 
because there is a recession we should 
not stop major infrastructure projects.” 

But he warned that bidding for a 
smaller pot of money from central 
government would only get harder. 

He said: “It’s whether the funds will 
be available from central government. 
We know tax revenues will come down 
and public spending will come under 
pressure in future. Ashford will have 
to argue its case harder than ever in 
the coming years.” 

Invested 

A spokesman for Ashford council 
said: “While Ashford is not immune to 
the current economic situation, there 
are signs the town is less likely to be 
affected by the slowdown and the 
medium-term prospects remain bright. 

“The town has benefited from high 
levels of investment in recent years 
and millions of pounds of Government 
funding will continue to be invested to 
provide improved retail, leisure, com¬ 
mercial and transport facilities and 
infrastructure as Ashford grows. 

“Distinctive commercial develop¬ 
ments such as a new Waitrose, the 
County Square complex and Eureka 
Park are excellent news for Ashford 
and show our attractiveness to devel¬ 
opers. They also help meet the needs 
of an expanding and aspiring local 
population by providing first-class 
facilities and significant new jobs.”

Council rejects free 
swimming scheme 
due to financial risk 


Frozen funds 
leaving local 
firms in limbo 

BUSINESSES and private 
investors in the borough are 
continuing to pay the price of the 
collapse of the Icelandic banks. 

While the council wisely did not 
invest in the doomed banks, our 
MP, Damian Green, says many 
firms and individuals were not so 
lucky and are now waiting in limbo 
to discover what will happen to 
their money. 

Since their collapse the funds 
have been frozen while the 
Government engages in talks with 
their Icelandic counterparts. 

Mr Green told Yourashford: "‘I 
have had a number of concerns 
from local businesses and people 
who have had money in Icelandic 
banks. There are some very angry 
people out there. I have been firing 
emails to government to get this 
sorted as soon as possible because 
obviously for the smaller business¬ 
es the longer this goes on the hard¬ 
er it gets for them.” 

Jo James, from the Invicta 
Chamber of Commerce, said: 
“Everyone needs to really know 
where their money is. Businesses 
need to know when they will be 
getting this money back and at 
the moment there is no clear idea 
of when that will be.” 


A GOVERNMENT-backed scheme 
to give free swimming to under-16s 
and the over-60s has been rejected 
by Ashford council because of the 
financial risks. 

The plan was given a high-profile 
launch by the 
Government this 
summer and was 
meant to be part of 
improving people’s 
health in the run up to 
the Olympics in 2012. 

But, as reported in 
Yourashford last week, 
a report by the coun¬ 
cil’s head of cultur¬ 
al and project services, 

Mark Carty, concluded 
that funding from the 
Department of 

Culture, Media and 
Sport for the scheme 
did not add up. 

Cllr Gerry Clarkson, portfolio hold¬ 
er for cultural services, said: 
"Ashford council has carefully 
considered the scheme and have con¬ 


cluded the government subsidy will 
leave the council with a significant 
gap in funding. 

“The financial risks associated 
with this scheme cannot be justified 
and we would be negligent in our 
responsibilities if we 
were to approve a pro¬ 
gramme that could 
lead to shortfalls in 
funding that could be 
in excess of £1 million, 
especially in the cur¬ 
rent economic climate. 

“I am pleased to 
announce, though, that 
we are currently in dis¬ 
cussions with the 
Eastern and Coastal 
Kent Primary Care 
Trust to explore the 
possibility of providing 
additional funding that 
will enable us to consider the provision 
of free swimming for the over 60’s. 

""We hope to be able to announce 
more details of this in the next few 
weeks.”

Exciting finds 
halt work on 
water supply 


WORK on a new water pipeline is 
unearthing artefacts revealing 
the area’s ancient past. 

South East Water has now been forced to 
halt work to give the archaeological team 
more time to investigate, record and preserve 
the ancient finds. 

So far the team has discovered the remains 
of items dating from medieval periods, to 
Iron Age, Roman and as early as Bronze Age 
periods. 

The finds have been made as the water 
firm lays a pipe from its Howfield pumping 
station, just off the A28 near Chartham, to 
Chilham - six-and-a-half miles away - as 
part of an on-going project to improve sup¬ 
plies in and around Ashford. 

Investigation 

Items found so far include many medieval 
and Roman coins, mid-to-late Iron Age pots, 
a gilded belt strap end, Roman ditches and 
steel knives. 

There is also evidence that suggests there 
could potentially be a rare invasion-period 
Roman military marching camp near the 
pipeline works, which has been uncovered 
and is currently being excavated for further 
investigation. 

Paul Clifford, engineering manager at 
South East Water, said: “These exciting finds 
have emerged during the initial pipeline

excavation work and after we carried out 
extensive archaeology surveys of the entire 
route before construction. 

“On large schemes like this we take the 
extra precaution of having archaeologists 
working alongside our contractors to ensure 
that if we do find anything of historical sig¬ 
nificance then we can halt work for further 
investigations. 

“That ensures we can continue to protect 
and record our ancient heritage.” 

The pipeline is part of a £310 million pot 
being invested in the area’s water supplies. It 
is expected to be completed by spring 2009. It 
will deliver an extra eight million litres of 
water into the Ashford area. 

Archaeologist Tim Allen, from Kent 
Archaeological Projects, said: “Nearly all of 
the archaeological areas contain numerous 
straight and curved boundary ditches, the 
excavated examples of which date from 
the late Iron Age to the medieval and early 
post-medieval periods.” 

Earlier this year the company found 
remains of an Iron Age house near 
Shadoxhurst, as it laid a pipeline from the 
Bewl Reservoir near Lamberhurst to a 
pumping station in Stubbs Cross.

Take a big leap to raise 
funds for animal parks 

FANCY going sky high to help raise money for 
rare and endangered species? Then a sponsored 
parachute jump could be for you. 

Hundreds of adventurous volunteers are 
being sought by The Aspinall Foundation to 
take a leap of faith - out of a plane. 

The foundation is the charity behind both the 
wild a nim al parks at Howletts in Bekesboume, 
near Canterbury and Port Lympne, near Ashford. 

Anyone raising more than £360, depending on 
the type of jump made, can experience it for fine. 

The “accelerated freefall” involves the thrill of 
skydiving solo from up to 12,000 feet.

Go-ahead for £600m plan 
to improve county schools

A £600 MILLION project to improve 
education across the county has 
received the green light. 

The Building Schools for the Future pro¬ 
gramme will now get under way with four 
schools in Thanet, one in Heme Bay and one 
in Whitstable among the first to benefit. 

Kent County Council has signed a contract 
for the project with three development part¬ 
ners, using money from central government. 

A further 25 schools across Thanet, Swale 
and north Kent are among the next to be 
considered. 

The plan is also set to benefit the construc¬ 
tion industry and as part of the deal with the 
Land Securities Trillium, BSF Investments 
and Northgate Education a total of 400 
apprenticeships will be offered. 

Among the first schools to be transformed 
are Charles Dickens, Dane Court and 
St George’s CE in Broadstairs, King Ethelbert 
in Birchington, the Community College 
Whitstable and Heme Bay High School. 

The project is part of a countywide initiative 
on education worth £1.8 billion - the largest 
school-building project in Europe. 

KCC’s cabinet member for education opera¬ 
tions, resources and skills, Mark Dance said: 
“The signing of this contract marks a historic

day for education in Kent. The Building 
Schools for the Future programme will see 
radical transformation of school buildings in 
the county. 

“State-of-the-art technology, fantastic learn¬ 
ing and teaching environments and unrivalled 
community facilities will have a huge impact 
on generations to come. This an enormously 
exciting time.” 

And the county council’s managing director 
for children, families and education, Graham 


Badman, said: “The timing of this contract 
marks the start, not the end of the process. 

“This process will give Kent and other 
authorities a once-in-a-lifetime opportunity 
not just to transform the schools through 
rebuilding but to create the circumstances 
that will determine a 21st-century curriculum 
where the needs and ability of the learner are 
central to the school curriculum.” 

But a row over who should get the praise for 
the project has broken out. 

Thanet South MP Stephen Ladyman has 
attacked KCC as “pathetic” for issuing a state¬ 
ment which he says claims sole credit for a 
project which is actually a Government- 
funded initiative. 

Dr Ladyman said: “Building Schools for the 
Future is indeed a magnificent project and as 
KCC acknowledges it is an ambitious plan 
that will eventually see every secondary 
school rebuilt or refurbished - but it is not a 
county initiative. 

“Building Schools for the Future is a 
Government programme, a Government ini¬ 
tiative and it relies on Government funding. 
Certainly local programmes are planned and 
implemented locally, but in a partnership one 
partner should not try to deny the involve¬ 
ment of the partner that makes it all possible. 

“For KCC to try to take the credit for this 
scheme and not acknowledge the role of 
Government in making it possible is pathetic. 
They should apologise at once.”

But county Neighbourhood Watch co-ordi- 
nator, Terry McCormick, is reminding 
everyone who takes part in trick and treat¬ 
ing to remember not to over step the mark. 

He said far from it being fun, older people 
can find the experience frightening and 
urged revellers to respect the Kent Police 
signs in windows which state homeowners 
will not open the door to trick or treaters. 

He added if they do not get a reply, they 
should not persist as it may be the person 
inside is scared. 

The advice is part of Kent Police’s Safer 
Autumn Campaign - an initiative offering 
residents, businesses and young people advice 
to help them stay safe at this time of year. 

Mr McCormick said: “Unexpected callers 
at the door can cause some anxiety for older 
people, particularly for those who live alone. 

‘When those callers present themselves 
in the dark, often wearing scary face masks, 
it can be a traumatic experience, and it is 
clearly unacceptable to inflict such distress 
on older people. 

‘Without wishing to impinge on the tradi¬ 
tions of Halloween, we would ask trick or 
treaters not to call on older people and to 
please keep their activities lawful. 

“The recent creation of our Senior Watch 
scheme has allowed us to contact many 
hundreds of pensioners with information 
and police will be taking action if 
Halloween activities result in criminal 
offences.”

Air ambulance chief's bid to win fuel cash back for charity 


THE chief executive of Kent Air 
Ambulance Trust has launched an 
appeal to claim back Briton’s money 
after airline price fix. 

On September 26, the Northern 
District Court, in San Francisco, 
ruled British Airways and Virgin 
Atlantic airlines repay over £73 mil¬ 
lion to British victims, for their part 
an alleged unlawful fuel surcharge 
price fixing arrangement. 

Anybody who flew long-haul with 
either airline between August 11, 
2004 and March 23, 2006 are enti¬ 


tled to claim up to £20. In America, 
if affected passengers do not claim 
their refund by 2012 the unclaimed 
money will be donated to a specific 
charity to avoid the airlines profit¬ 
ing from the scheme. 

This is not the case in England. 

Chief executive Mr Philpott, 
travelled to San Francisco in April 
this year, to persuade the court to 
allow the UK to have the same 
rights, and allow English charities 
to benefit from the payout. 

But the airlines refused to budge. 


Determined Mr Philpott, proposed a 
motion to allow passengers to tick a 
box on a claim form or online, and 
donate their refunds to charity. 

But British Airways refused, say¬ 
ing: “Thus, Settlement Class 
Members who submit valid claims 
and receive refund payments can 
easily give that money to the chari¬ 
ty of their choice if they so desire.” 

Mr Philpott said: “There is 
£73million up for grabs, which if gift 
aided to charity would amount to 
almost £100million. 


“As the credit crunch bites, chari¬ 
ties will need to be ever more 
resourceful in their fund-raising 
and this is a pain-free way to ask 
supporters to help. 

“By registering a claim and then 
passing that money onto the charity 
of their choice, thousands of good 
causes can benefit.”

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Wash your hands 
to help save lives

THE head of nursing in west Kent has 
highlighted the message that simply 
washing your hands can save fives. 

Barrie Collins, director of nursing and 
infection control and prevention at NHS 
West Kent, said the primary care trust 
was launching a national initiative 
across its six community hospitals called 
Clean Your Hands, on Monday. 

District nurses, health visitors and 
other healthcare professionals in the 
community will also be talking to 
patients about the need for basic hand 
hygiene, he said. 

The launch comes after Infection 
Control Week, which ran from Monday 
to Friday, to raise awareness about the 
work being done to protect patients from 
superbugs and other infectious diseases. 

Mr Collins said: ‘We have trained staff 
and put up notices about the campaign 
and we’ve already got hand-gel containers. 

“It is basically reminding people of the 
importance of washing your hands and 
that it is everyone’s business - it is the 
single most important thing we can all 
do to stop the spread of infection.” 

The initiative from the National 
Patient Safety Agency has been running 
in acute hospitals across the country and 
the PCT is among the first to introduce 
it in community services facilities. 

KOS Media has been running a cam¬ 
paign across Kent since February to 
highlight the importance of hand-wash¬ 
ing and basic hygiene in the battle 
against killer bugs such as MRSA and 
Clostridium difficile. 

Infection rates are down but Mr 
Collins explained how with infections 
like Norovirus, or winter vomiting dis¬ 
ease, now is an important time to take 
precautions. 

He said: “It’s important not to visit 
hospitals if you have been sick or had 
diarrhoea because it can spread easily. 

“Also, we heat our houses in the winter 
which creates warm environments where 
bugs can grow, so we have to be vigilant.”

IT TOOK four years, but last 
week finally saw the official open¬ 
ing ceremony for the multi-mil¬ 
lion pound renovation of the 
North School. 

Members of the community were invited, 
as well as officials from Kent County Council 
and other dignitaries. 

The rebuilding of the school was part of an 
£82 million PFI agreement the county coun¬ 
cil used to rebuild six schools in Kent. 

It began in September 2004 and was fin¬ 
ished last month. 

Headteacher Lesley Ellis said: “There were 
times when I felt this day was never going to 
come. I’ve had a very good team around me 
and we have put up with a lot during the 
rebuilding programme - such as walking 
through mud and the toilets not working. 

“But we want to achieve the very best for 
our children. When education forgets that 
children are not commodities, that will be the 
day it fails.” 

Visitors were treated to a tour of the school 
by students as well as a dance performance 
on the construction theme. 

The PFI project has replaced 85 per cent of

the buildings at six schools across the county. 

KCC leader Cllr Paul Carter said: “This 
has been a long journey and the students and 
staff have put up with a lot of disruption. We 
are delivering a massive rebuilding pro¬ 
gramme for many of the schools in Kent for 
very good value for money. 

“A good school is not just about the build¬ 
ings. You also need fantastic teachers and a 
good management team.” 

The North School is now a specialist sports 
college. Many of the improvements include 
new sports facilities such as an all-weather 
pitch and sports hall. 

The old classrooms have been transformed 
into modem spaces with IT equipment. 

Guest of honour was Sue Campbell CBE, 
chairwoman of UK Sport and a future mem¬ 
ber of the House of Lords. 

She said: “Bringing sport into the heart of 
school life encourages good health, helps 
with individual learning, encourages team¬ 
work and raises aspirations. 

“I have been honoured to be here to see 
what has been achieved at this school and I 
am sure everyone is very proud as well.” 


BREAK TIME 

Highworth helps with the transition 


HIGHWORTH Grammar School has 
been praised for the way it helps pupils 
make the transition from junior to second¬ 
ary school. 

It conducted a major questionnaire with 
parents of Year Seven students to see if 
the school’s efforts to make the change as 
smooth as possible had been a success. 

Highworth held a number of events for 
new parents to help with the process 
including an information evening, transi¬ 
tion day and induction day. 

More than 100 parents returned the 
questionnaire - and proved the school had 


succeeded in its mission. Fifty-eight per 
cent of parents found the transition 
process to be ‘excellent’ and 40 per cent 
rated it as ‘good’, with only one per cent 
finding it poor or satisfactory. 

As a result of the survey, the school says 
it will improve some of the signs to the 
school reception. 

It says that the length of transition 
school visits is something that needs to be 
addressed around the county. 

When asked if their daughters were 
happy at their new school, 98 per cent of 
parents said they were.

TWO local pupils are celebrating after 
their poems appeared in a new book. 

The Young Writers’ Group runs creative 
writing competitions for schools and last 
year asked children to pen poems to 
include in their book Away With Words. 

And two girls from Ashford School have 
made it into the Kent edition. Katie Peart 
and Amy Lillington were among 11 of 
their classmates in Year Nine who 
entered. Both received a £5 book token for 
their poems, which were on the theme of 


‘talking about my generation’. More than 
37,000 poems were submitted nationally. 

Lynsey Evans, from the Young Writers’ 
Group, said: “Choosing just five winners 
per book is one of the hardest decisions 
the editorial team has to make. 

“Congratulations to all the pupils who 
had poems published. They certainly 
made selecting the winners a difficult 
task.”

The Friends of the 
William Harvey fulfil a 
vital role of raising 
funds. Sue Richardson, 
manager of its shop, 
and John Wilkinson, 
its vice chairman, 
explain its role 



How did you first get involved? 

SUE: I had worked at the hospital for 17 years and took 
the job of shop manager four years ago. 

We open at 730am. We provide an important service 
for the patients and visitors. We sell all the things that 
people might need during their stay at the hospital. We 
also sell stuff for babies as well because when they are 
first born often the parents have not thought to buy 
their first clothes. We have stuff for children as small as 
a pound in weight. Some of it is knitted by our members. 

We have around 30 volunteers at the moment but it is 
more difficult to get volunteers than when I first 
started. My husband Rick helps out, and my daughter is 
also involved as well. 

It is hard work but it's nice to meet everyone and you 
feel like you are doing something useful. 

What happens to the money you raise? 

JOHN: All the money we raise goes towards helping out 
the hospital, whether it is the proceeds from the shop or 
our own fundraising. We have to pay for everything 
ourselves such as shelves and food chillers. 

Last year we spent more than £137000 on eguipment 
for the hospital. That could range for paying for curtains 
on the ward to expensive monitoring eguipment. That is 
a lot of bars of chocolate. 

Our biggest problem is lack of space; we have trouble 
storing all the stock and the shop could be bigger. 

We shortened our name recently and the League of 
Friends nationally has now changed its name to Attend, 
but each hospital group of friends is independent. 

If people want to get involved they can call the 
hospital. We have three different shifts throughout the 
day that people can volunteer to do.

Keeping people in 
their own homes 

FOLLOWING predictions that many 
homeowners could fall into negative 
equity Yvette Cooper, the Chief 
Secretary to the Treasury, has pledged 
that the Government would act to pre¬ 
vent people from losing their homes. 

The Government has injected billions 
into the banks as a result of the financial 
crisis, prompting some analysts to sug¬ 
gest that repossessions should be sus¬ 
pended entirely. 

But Ms Cooper feels a balanced 
approach is necessary. ‘We need a more 
responsible approach to repossessions,” 
she said. 

“I think repossession needs to be lot 
rarer. We need to do everything we can to 
keep people in their own homes.” 

Analysts warn of 
safety first when 
looking for digs 

PARENTS are being urged to check the 
safety of digs when their sons and 
daughters choose to live off campus 
when they attend university. 

Just 11 per cent of students and 
parents think that checking with 
landlords for a gas safety record is a 
priority - whereas it is actually a legal 
requirement. 

Only 15 per cent take the trouble 
to verify that boilers are sound, 
according to a safety survey by property 
analysts. 

Fewer than one in ten think the pres¬ 
ence of carbon monoxide alarms in their 
digs is important when they’re choosing 
a property, despite the very real threat 
posed by this ‘silent killer’. 

The Health and Safety Executive is 
now warning landlords to ensure gas 
appliances are safe for tenants after two 
people were poisoned by carbon monox¬ 
ide from a boiler in their flat that had 
not been properly maintained.

THERE was good news at this 
year’s Kent Property Market 
Report - unveiled at Brands Hatch 
MotorSport Vision Centre - which 
revealed that despite the economic 
downturn the county’s property 
market showed a steady perform¬ 
ance in 2007/08. 

Experts say this will leave the local economy 
in a good state when the market stabilises. 

The average office rental value grew by 
two per cent, industrial rental value rose 
by 1.7 per cent, with retail rents increasing by 
2.5 per cent. 

The report cautioned that Kent will not be 
immune from the downturn. However, the con¬ 
tinued investment in infrastructure and 
regeneration projects will see it in a healthy 
position when the markets rebound. 

The report was written by Kent County 
Council and property experts Cluttons. 

Cllr Paul Carter, the leader of KCC, said: 
“Amid the gloom of an unstable national econ¬ 
omy, I believe we have a lot to look forward to 
and be positive about in Kent. 

“Significant projects are really moving for¬ 
ward, including our transformational Building 
Schools for the Future programme, the inno¬ 
vative Turner Contemporary building in 
Thanet and the exciting academy roll-out. 

‘With the 2012 Olympic Games, the develop¬ 
ment of Thames Gateway and the introduc¬ 
tion of the high-speed rail link to London com¬ 
ing on-line, Kent offers enormous opportuni¬ 
ties to residents, businesses and visitors.” 

Locate in Kent had a successful year, with 
demand for office space in June 2008 up by 
more than a third compared with June 2007. 


The Channel Corridor and Thames Gateway 
remain particularly popular locations for occu¬ 
piers. David Elliott, partner at Cluttons, said: 
“The lettings market is offering real value at 
the moment, as property is widely available, 
with residential and commercial occupiers in a 
position to maintain current rental rates. 

We expect this trend to continue in the fore¬ 
seeable future, especially for commercial occu¬ 
piers, as Kent offers a very attractive rate com¬ 
pared with the UK average.” 

Kent’s regeneration projects progressed well 


during the year, particularly in the growth 
areas of the Thames Gateway and Ashford. 

Paul Wookey, chief executive of Locate in 
Kent, said: “Between April 2007 and March 
2008, Locate in Kent recorded 235 new projects. 

“This included more interest from interna¬ 
tional companies looking to set up a base in 
the UK In these difficult economic times, we 
expect businesses will look to relocate to more 
cost-competitive and high-quality property 
options, and Kent and Medway are ready to 
service this demand.”

Our test car had the top spec trim and 
107bhp 1.6-litre diesel engine pairing - the 
Outdoor HDi 110 (£15,305). 

It just purred and economy was exceptional 
- the onboard computer rarefy showed less 
than 40mpg and averaged around 50mpg. 

We had just one gripe; the rear seats don’t 
rake to allow those in the back to sleep easier 
on long mns, but the Tepee does so much else: 
it is a brilliant picnic wagon inside or out 
with sliding rear doors, versatile seating, all 
that storage and a huge and sheltering lift-up 
tailgate clearing the heads of people well over 
six foot. 

I particularly liked the ‘letterbox’ shelving 
above the front seats - great for all the travel 
documents and so on for a journey like ours. 

The test car also had the £550 Zenith roof 
with extra vents, roof lockers and more glazing 
to make the cabin even airier.

Banking on a return 

to sensible lending

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FINALLY there is some good news on the hori¬ 
zon for small businesses across the county. 

Banks have been told by the Government to roll back the 
clocks and start lending to smaller firms at the sort of levels 
seen in 2007. 

Up until now, the main reason for the reluctance has been 
banks have been frightened to lend to each other, but over the last 
days positive signs indicate cash might start flowing again with a 
lower lending rate between them - the so-called Libor (London 
Inter-Bank Offered Rate) - hopefully fuelling the revival. 

In fact, although Kent firms have not found it a bed of roses 
with banks recently, banks are still very much in business and 
firms with good track records are still getting help. 

Barclays Commercial Bank said figures gleaned nationally 
have been mirrored in the county - and if they are to be 
believed they show the commercial landscape is not all doom 
and gloom. 

Research on loans levels by UK small and medium-sized 
enterprises (SMEs) with £1 million-plus turnovers shows that 
since the beginning of 2008, 16 per cent of companies have 
taken out loans of £500,000 or more, an increase of three per 
cent on the same period of 2007. 

Roger Cowap, Barclays area corporate director for Kent, 
said: “National figures are reflected locally where we have 
already funded significant deals this year. 

“There is a perception that we are declining most loan appli¬ 
cations, but as long as a business has a strong management 
team and a good proposition then we want to help and in this 
section of the market over nine out of ten loan applications are 
successful. We are very much open for business.” 

Dr Richard Roberts, SME market analysis director, said: 
“Overall, we have seen a slight increase in loan applications in 
recent months, in contrast to the trend in 2006/07, while appli¬ 
cation success rates for established SME customers remain at 
over 90 per cent. 

“The findings of the study indicate that established SMEs 
are borrowing to capitalise on business growth opportunities 
and are receiving the support from lenders to do so. 

“These figures go against any suggestions that UK SMEs 
are experiencing limited growth potential and indicates confi¬ 
dence despite current market conditions. 

“Many UK enterprises are in a relatively strong position to 
borrow and this should help these firms to benefit from the 
upside of the business cycle over the next few years”

to maintain its stance on curbing further inflationary pressure
